the activist group and its program into perspective when the 
SDS undertakes a national campaign in the spring. 


WE UNDERSTAND that there is a material basis—the 
uneven distribution of wealth and privilege among the working 
class of the world—for the allegiance given to American im- 
perlallsm by the American working class. This material basis 
is reflected in the anti-communism, racism and alienation from 
the International proletariat. The necessary crisis in imperial- 

~tam;which we see approaching, and-anti-imperialist struggles - 

such as that of the Vietnamese, the Chinese, the Cubans, wil 
change the material basis of that allegiance. Our task is to 
strip away its idealogical reflections through struggle. 

A programmatic way to fulfill this function is to build an 
organized attack on the ever-increasing state of permanent 
militarization in this country. 

The attempt for world domination by the capitalists has 
caused anti-imperialist and in some cases explicitly Commu- 
nist struggles, as well as a black liberation struggle, in this 
country. It has also caused, from time to time, struggles on 
the part of working people of all colors. In order to preserve 
itself the capitalist class has had to militarize. Because these 
struggles for liberation will continue to grow, 2 ما‎ 
will continue to increase.

The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, Gcneral 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago,
